thoſe thet ever 1 might (as Worldly Man) have the greateſt 
Animaſity 
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here condemned to Die, truly contrary to the Law that 
governs all the World, that is, the Law of the Sword : 
had the Protection of that for wy Life, and the Ho- 
nour of it; but truly 1 will, not trouble you much 
with that, becauſe in another Place I have ſpoken very 
largely and liberally about it. I believe you will hear 
by other Means what Arguments I uſcd in that Caſe ; 
but truly that that is ſtranger, you that are Engliſhmen, 
behold here an Engliſhman before you, and acknow- 
ledged a Peer, not condemned to dic by any 
Law of England; and ſhall I tell you more? 
(Which is ſtrangeſt of all,) contrary to all the Laws 
ot England that I know of. And truly I will tell you, 
in the Matter of the Civil Part of my Death, and the 
Cauſe that L have maintain'd, I die; (1 take it) tor main- 
taining the Fifth Commandment, injoined by God 
himſelf, which enjoins Reverend and Obedience to pa- 
rents. All Divines on all Hands, though they contra- 
dict one another in many teveral Opinions, yet all Di- 
vines on all Hands do acknowledge that here is intend— 
ed Magiſtracy and Order; and certainly I have obey d 
that Magiſtracy and that Order under which I have lived, 
which I was bound to obey ; and truly I do ſay very 
contidently. that I do dic here for keeping, for obeying, 
that Fifth Commandment given by God himſelf, and 
written with his own Finger. And now, Gentlemen, 
I will take this Opportunity to tell you that I cannot 
imitate a better nor a greater Ingenuity han his that 
faid of himſelf, For ſuffering an unjuſt Fudgment upon a. 
nother himſelf was brought 10 ſuffer by an unjuſt Judg- 
ment, Truly. Gentlemen, that God may be glonhed, 
that all Men that are concern'd in it may take the Oc- 
calion of it, of humble Repentance to God Almighty 
for it, I do here profeſs to you that I did gives my 
Vote to that Bill againſt the Earl of Strafford; I doübt 
not but God Almighty hath waſhed that away with a 
more Precious Blood, the Blood of his own Son, and 
my Dear Saviour Jeſus Chriſt; and I hope he will 
walh it away from all thoſe that are guilty of it; tru- 
ly this I may (ay, I had not the beaſt Part nor B of 
Mile 
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* Malice in doing of it; but I muſt confeſs again to God's 
Glory, and the Accuſation of my own Frailty, and the 
* Frailty of my Nature, that truly it was unworthy Cow- 
* ardice not to reſiſt ſo great a Torrent as carried that 
* Buſineſs at that Time! And truly this I think I am 
* molt” guilty of, of not Courage enough in it, but Ma- 
* lice I had none; but whatſoever it was, GOD, I am 
+ ſure, hath pardon'd it, hath given me the Aſſurance of 
it, that Chriſt Jeſus his Blood hath waſhed it away; 
and truly I do from my Soul wiſh that all Men thac 
have any Stain by it, may ſeriouſly Repent, and receive 
* a Remiſſion and Pardon from God for it. And now, 
Gentlemen, we have an Occalion from this Intimation to 
remember his Majeſty, our King, that laſt was; and I 
cannot ſpeak of him, nor think of it, but truly | mutt 
needs {ay that in my Opinion, that have had time co con- 
ſider all the Images of the Greateſt and Virtuouſeſt Prin- 


ces in the World; and truly in my Opinion there was 


not a more Virtuous and more Sufficient Prince known 
* in the World than our Gracious King CHARLES that 
died laſt: God 1 preſerve our King that now 
* is, his Son; God ſend him more Fortune and longer

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And as for my Religion, I die as I lived, a true 
Proteſtant ; this Religion, I thank God, as it preſerv- 
ed me from Popiſh Superſtition, ſo it kept me from 
being {ſeduced by the Novelties of the Times, and 
from being deluded with the Wicked Doctrine which 
is now taught by the Reformers of the Kirk. It was 
this Religion which did keep my Hand from your 
Covenant, of which, in the Space of ſome Five Years, 
you gave Two Interpretations quite contradiQory ; for 
in the Year 1539 x Aſſembly did affirm (as ap- 
pears by our Acts of Parliament and Aſſembly,) that 
in all Cauſes whatſoever you were to defend and 
maintain the Perſon and Dignity of your King; but 
in the Year 1644 you limit your Obedience to 
your King, to your Religion, Laws and Liberty, and 
make your ſelves in all Differences between the King 


and you. both Judge and Party. The Religion in 


which I was Bred taught me to give both to God 
and my King their due; it taught me to Honour 
and Worſhip God, and to expect Salvation through 
Chriſt; and to live ſoberly, and to deal juſtly with 


all Men, [ ever hated that Religion which made 


Saints or Angels Sharers with God in his Worſhip ; 


or M-n Partakers with my Redeemer in the Work of 


my Redemption; or that made our Chriſtian Liberty 
a Cloak of Maliciouſneſs; and the” naturally I inclined 
to Evil, and Wicked Company drew me to moſt 
heinous and filthy Sins, yet I thank God I hated 
that Religion that taught Impiety and Wickedneſs 
Rebellion, Murther aũd Injultice, or that approved 
the Killing of Kings and their Loyal Subjects for their 
Loyalty, as having its Original rather from the Devil, 
who was a Murtheret from the Beginning, than Bo 
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the Biſhop of Canterbury. 35 


* God; and I did ever eſteem it more agreeable to Man's 
« Sinful and Corrupted Nature, than to God's Holy Word, 
* I have heard a Learned Man ſay, that it werebetter to de- 
© ny God to be, than to believe him to be ſuch an one wh 
* delights in the Bloody Sacrifices of Men and Women, 
* or to think that he is ſuch an one who delights in Cru-- 
* elty and Murther ; the God whom we ſerve and wor. 

ſhip is the Saviour of the World, the Preſerver of 
* Man, the Redeemer of Mankind, the Avenger of his 
Blood.

* dwell with him; undoubtedly ſuch Bloody Sacrihces

© And now having given you the Occafion of my com-

* cerning my felf, as Iam a Chtiſtian, and as I am a 
* Clergyman. Firſt, as lama Chriſtian, I thank God I 
* was Baptized to the Holy Church, ſo 1 was Baptized 
to be a Member of the Holy Catholick Church, that 
* is, the Church of England, which I dare ſay for Purity 
of Doctrine, and Orderly Diicipline, till a fad Refor- 
mation had ſpoiled the Face of the Church, and made 
it a Query, whether it were a Church or no? I ſay, it 
was more purely Divine and Apoltolical than any o- 
* ther Dottxine or Church in the Chriſtian World 
whether National, or Clallical, or Ccnzregational : an! 
* I muſt tel] you, chat as I ama Member of this Church, 
io lam a Memb:r of the Holy Catholick Church, and 
* ſhall give a moſt juſt Confeſſion of my Faith, both Ne- 
* gatively and Athrmatively, Negatively I am fo, a 
* Member of the Holy Catholick Church, that I abhor all 
* Sects, Schiſms, Sedition and Tyranny in Religion. 
* Afhrinatively ſo, that as I hold Commumon wy I 
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Love and Honour all Chriſtians in the World that 
Love the fame Lord JESUS in Sincerity, and Call on 
his Name, agreeing with thoſe Truths that are abſo- 
lutely neceflary, and clearly demonſtrated in the Word 
of God, both in the Old and New Teſtament, though 
in Charity diſſeuting from ſom? others that are not ne- 
ceſſary. And 1, as I am thus a Chriſtian, I nope for 


Salvation through the Merits of Chriſt Jeſus ; his Blood 


I rely on, his Merits I truſt to the Salvation of my own 
Soul: Though to this Faith Good Works are Neceſſary, 
not Meritorious in us, but only made Meritorious by 
Chriſt his Death; by his Alf ſufficiency, by his Satista- 
ction, and his Righteouſneſs, they become Meritorious, 
but in us they are no other than as defiled Rags. And 
truly, as | am a Member of the Church, ſo I told you 
I wasa Member of this Community, and ſo pl-ad-d for 
the Liberties and Priviledges thereof. I muſt now an- 
ſwer ſome things I am aſperſed withal in the World. 
They talk of ſomething of a Plot, and a Treaſonable 
Deſign, and that I had a great Intereſt in the Knowledge 
and Practice thereof; and that, for the ſaving my Life, 
I would have diſcovered and betrayed I cannot tell 
what. I hope my Converſation hath not been ſuch 
here in this City, where | have been a long time very 
well known, as to make one imagine I ſhould inter- 
meddle in ſuch an Action, and go ſo contrary to the 
Practice of iny Profeſſion: And I hope there are none 
fo uncharitable towards Tne'as to believe I had a Know- 
ledge of that Deſign. :
